HE is encouraging them to Obedience, 
from a Conſideration of the wonderful Fa- 
yours with which God had honour'd them; 
and thoſe Mercies, by which they were in 
a particular manner diſtinguiſh'd from the 
rel of the World. | | 


WHICH were ſuch ſignal Inſtances of 
God's Care and Concern for them, that 
Moſes might well cry out, Happy art 
thou, O Le who is like unto thee, O 
People, ſaved by the Lord? | 


IN Egypt. when they were depreſs'd 
by the barbarous Policy of their Maſters, 
and groan'd under the moſt ſevere Labour 
to which Slavery cou'd reduce them, and 
had no human Probability of ever being 
deliver d from it, God viſited them in the 
Day of their Affliction; diſtreſſed Egypt 
till ſhe ſuffer'd them to depart ; and then 
led them triumphantly out of that Land of 
Sorrow. And that they might not err in 
their way to Canaan, the Land which he 
had promis'd the good Patriarchs their 
Fathers, for an Inheritance for them, a 
Pillar of a Cloud conducted them by Day, 
and a Pillar of Fire by Night. The Sea 
ſaw them, and fled ; the Waters retreated, 
and made way for thoſe Fayourites of Hea-

yen to paſs thro : But as for Pharaoh and 
his Hoſt of Zgyprians, who dared purſue 
them in that miraculous Path, the Sea re- 
turn'd upon them, and they were over- 
thrown ; they ſunk as Lead in the mighty 
Waters. | 


IN the Wilderneſs, when the melancholy 
Proſpect of Want and Hunger ſurrounded 
them, God Almighty poured down Provi- 
ſions from Heaven: The barren Deſarts 
were covered with the Food of Angels ; 
and the Waters of Marah chang'd their 
Nature to ſatisfy their Thirſt. Thus were 
they ſupported by the viſible Hand of Hea- 
ven, and by a conſtant Series of Miracles 
conducted ſafely thro thoſe Wilds of Na- 
ture. 


THE Enemies that oppos'd their Paſ- 
ſage were cut off; they were deſtroy'd from 
off the Face of the Earth: For Heaven 
fought againſt them, the Lord of Hoſts was 
their Enemy; in that Aid the Power of 
1/rael prevail'd ; by that Aſſiſtance one 
cou'd chaſe a thouſand, and ten put ten 
thouſand to flight. For what Arm is ſtrong 
enough to conquer when Heaven reſiſts it ? 
or what Weakneſs not ſufficient to over- 
come, when God is for it? The mighty 


Man becomes weak and impotent when he 
B draws

draws his Sword againſt Heaven; his Jave- 
lin, like Saul's, miſſes its Aim, and the 
Force of his Arm is loſt. While on the 
other hand, the Feeble become valiant by 
the divine Aſſiſtance, and their W 
like David's Sling, are always fatal. 


BUT if God was kind and gracious to 
them, in ſupporting them in the Wilder- 
neſs, in giving them the Food of Heaven 
for Proviſion, and in deſtroy ing their Ene- 
mies that roſe up againſt them while they 
were on their March to Canaan, he was 
more ſo in giving them the Law : for by 
this both they — their Poſterity might be 
happy; by this they might defend them 
{elves and their civil Rights from the In- 
ſulrs and Oppreſſions of the Wicked and 
Powerful, and enjoy peaceably under their 
Vine and their Fig-Tree what Providence 
had allotted to them. And then, that they 
might not err in the Performance of their 
Duty to him, but worſhip him in a manner 
that was agreeable to him, he penn'd him- 
ſelf his Commandments, from Sinai he de- 
elar' d his Covenant to them, and wrote it 
upon Tables of Stone; ſo that nothing but 
wilful Diſobedience cou d make them for- 
feit the Favour of God. 


BUT 
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BUT if God was fo particularly kind 
to Iſrael, ſo that the Nations were fur- 
priz'd and aſtoniſh'd at it; and was ſo 
nigh unto them, that all the World perceiv'd 
that it was his Power, and his Arm that 
ſupported them: Let us reflect upon our 
ſelves, let us examine what extraordinary 
Inſtances of Fayour this Nation has receiv'd 
from the Hands of God, and how like thoſe 
favourite Sons of 1/7ael, has been the ex- 
traordinary Care of Heaven. And, 


Firſt,” IE, the Land of Canaan was to 
flow with Milk and Honey for the Chil- 
dren of Lrael, we are no leſs indulged b 
Providence in the Enjoyment of this Land. 
God has bleſſed us with all the Neceſſaries 
of Life, and given us every thing that can 
promote our Happineſs. Had we been left 
to ask of Heaven whatſoeyer we thought 


conducive to our Happinels, we cou'd bave 


asked nothing that we have not ; or had 
we been permitted to have choſe for our- 
ſelves, we cou'd have choſe nothing that 
we do not enjoy: ſo good and bountiful 
has Providence been to us. Our Lands ne- 
ver deceive the Labour of the Tiller, but re- 
turn him a Product anſwerable to his Toil: 
Our Plains are always green, and as it were 
loaden with Cattle: Our Seaſons are mild 


B 2 and 
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and pleaſant, our Heats are no more vio- 
lent, than what are ſufficient, and requir'd 
to ripen the Fruits of the Earth ; nor our 
Winters more ſcvere than are requiſite to 
preſerve our Health, And tho theſe Bleſ- 
ſings, by a conſtant Enjoyment of them, 
may appear in a different Light to moſt of 
us than they ought to do, and be thought 
owing to the natural Courſe of things, or 
to the Happineſs of our Climate; yet ne- 
vertheleſs we ought to bleſs God that we 
were born, and live in ſuch a Place; and 
think it an Argument of his Goodneſs to 
us. 


Secondly, GOD is nigh unto us, as 
we are a Civil Government. Moſes brings 
it as an Argument of the Love of God to 
the Children of 1/7ae/, that he had given 
them Laws by which they were to act, and 
by which they were to be judged. And 
indeed, if we take a View of molt of the 
Governments of the World, we ſhall thank 
God that he has raiſed us up a number of 
Men, who from time to time have had 
the Courage to get us a Sct of Laws, that 
have ſccur'd the Rights and Properties of 
the People againſt the Deſigns and wicked 
Intentions of bad Princes. The miſerable 
Condition which moſt of the Subjects of 
other Goyernments labour under, is a me- 

lancholy

lancholy Inſtance of our own Happineſs, 
and how terrible it is to have the Rights 
and Properties of the People depend upon 
the Caprice and Humour of their Princes; 
and that the Happineſs or Miſery of the 
Subject ſhow'd be owing to the Determina- 
tion of a Man, who is too often biaſs d by 
the Cunning and Artifice of a Favourite, or 
by the fawning Breath of an inſinuating 
Paraſite. But thank God our Laws are cal- 
culated for the good of every Subject, and 
the Property and Right of the poor Man is 
as ſecure to him, as that of the richeſt a- 
mong us ; if he is injur'd, let the Aggreſſor 
be ever ſo powerful, he has the Liberty to 
redreſs his Wrongs, and the Law will give 
him all the Juſtice that his Caule deſerves : 
For before an Engliſb Tribunal, the Merit 
of the Cauſe, and not the Quality of the 
Perſons, is inquir'd into. 


BY theſe Means it is, that. Induſtry is 


encourag'd, the Subjects are rich, the Go- 
vernment powerful, and the Prince happy. 
Whereas, where the Subjects are oppreſs' d 
by the Tyranny of their Princes, they grow 
unactive and ſpiritleſs, and inevitably fall 
into Poverty and Miſery ; as we may fee 
in thoſe Places which are ſo unhappy as 
to be goyern'd by abſolute Monarchs. 


Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, GOD is nigh unto us in rela- 
tion to our Religion. And that, 


I. BY delivering us from the Tyranny 
of the Church of Rome ; and, 


II. BY preſerving us from all their wick- 
ed Deſigns ever ſince. 


I. GOD is nigh unto us, as he deliver'd 
us from the Tyranny of the Church of 
Rome. 


THERE is ſomething in this Scene of 
Mercy parallel to the Deliverance of the 
Children of Ie out of Egypt; for as 
they were deliver'd from their long Servi- 
tude by God's raiſing up Moſes as his In- 
ſtrument to free them, ſo when the Poli- 
cy of the Church of Rome had, aſſiſted 
by the Ignorance and Superſtition of the 
Times, made us Slaves to do her Will, 
God inſpir'd a number of great and good 
Men to free us from that Egyptian Slavery; 
wha had Learning enough to confute their 
Errors, and Courage ſufficient to break their 
Yoke. Chriſtianity then appear'd in its 
own native Luſtre, unmix'd and untainted 
with the Superſtitions of Rowe - The

gnorance vaniſh'd at that Blaze 
of Truth: The Traditions of Men gave 
way to the Law of God; and the Scrip- 
tures, which had been hid, tho they were 
defign'd by God to be a conſtant Guide and 
Comfort to Mankind, to direct them in 
their way to Heaven, and to fupport them 
under the Troubles and Afflictions — Life, 
ard in a Langnage ſuited to the People. 
They cou'd then 3 read. and — 
ditate upon the Life of our bleſſed Saviour; 
admire his Humility, his Goodneſs, atid 
Compaſſion for Mankind, and follow him 
thro all the Steps of his Life, from his 
Manger to his Croſs. The Legends of their 
Saints which they had thruft in upon the 
People, ſoon yaniſh'd at the glorions Light 
of the recovered Goſpel : When Men be- 
to fearch the Scriptures, and haye the 

ſte of Reaſon in Matters of Religion, 
thoſe faperſtitious Follies were defpifed and 
hugh'd at; and rejecting the Worſhip of 
the Creature, they turn d themſelves to the 
Creator, to Jeſus the Author and Finifher 
of our Salvation. But that we may have a 
better Notion of our Happineſs, and the 
Mercies of God to us, in our Deliverance 
from the Church of Rome, let us take a 
view of Popery in thoſe Countries where 
it reigns in Perfection, and fee how miſe- 


rably the People live, who are oppreſs'd 


both 
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both with a temporal and ſpiritual Tyranny, 
Who are deny'd the natural Rights of Sub- 
jets by their Princes, and the Privilege of 
rational Beings by their Prieſts. That Rea- 
ſon, by which Man is diſtinguiſh'd from 
the lower Part of the Creation, and which 
God had given him that he might not 
be impoſed upon, and fo conſequently what 
he had a Right to uſe, is denied them by 
the Tyranny of that Church. In matters 
of Religion they ſay we are not to make 
ule of our Reaſon, but our Faith; as if 
God Almighty had given us this Power 
to direct us in the common Occurrences 
of Life, and had left us without a Guide 
in a Matter of the greateſt Moment : But 
thank God, we have no ſuch Cuſtom. We 
enjoy the Uſe of our Reaſon, as God de- 
ſign'd us; and ſure Religion can never ſuf- 
fer by it : For God who is infinitely good, 
cannot command any thing of Men, but 
what there is the beſt Reaſon in the World 
for. For if it was otherwiſe, that is, if 
God commanded any thing of which there 
was no Reaſon, it wou'd be to act unjuſtly ; 
becauſe, as rational Beings, we ſhou'd ex- 
pet a Reaſon for what we do. If not, 
then God has given us a Power of think- 
ing without a Liberty of uſing it; which, 
as it is contradictory to the Notion of 
God's Goodneſs, ſo conſequently whatſo- 

| ever 
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ever is contradictory to common Reaſon 
in Religion, is not the Word of God; and 
therefore when any thing of this Nature, 
as for inſtance, the Tranſubſtantiation of 
the Church of Rome, is brought as an Ar- 
ticle of Faith, we may conclude it to be a 
Doctrine of Men, and ſo not to be receiy'd. 
But ſecondly, 


AS by the Mercy of God we were at 
firſt deliver'd from the Tyranny of Popery, 
lo we have been miraculouſly preſerv d from 
their wicked Deſigns againſt us ever ſince. 
If we look back into our own Hiſtory 
ſince the Reformation, we ſhall find almoſt 
every Page full with the Diſcovery of ſome 
horrid Contrivance or other, and meet 
with ſome bloody Deſigns in every Reign ; 
which were laid with ſo much Art and 
Cunning, that had not God guarded us in 
a particular manner, and been nigh unto us 
by a Diſcovery of them, we muſt inevi- 
tably have periſh'd. 


BUT there is not any Inſtance of God's 
Goodneſs to us more particular, nor any 
Proof of their Intentions more black, than 
that in EIGHTY EIGHT. When the 
Papiſts found that their Attempts againſt 
the Life of that great Princeſs, who then 
C reign'd, 


(18) 
reign'd, prov'd ineffectual, they were re- 
ſolv'd by the Aſſiſtance of a foreign Power, 
to deſtroy her and the whole Kingdom to- 
gether. And indeed they had contriv'd it 
with ſo much Secrecy, that in all human 
Probability we muſt have been ſwallow'd 
up by them: For we might almoſt ſay, as 
it was faid of Iſael, that there was nei. 
ther Sword or Spear in the hand of 1/7 ael. 
We had neither Time nor Strength fufficient 
to ſtand againſt them, had not God made 
the Winds and the Seas to fight for us: 
For their Fleet was the greateſt that our 
Seas had then bore; and their Reſolutions 
as cruel, as Bigotry, and Superſtition could 
make them. 


BUT as in that Year God ſaved one 
of the greateſt Queens that ever reign'd, ſo 
in the next EIGHTY EIGHT te ave 
us one of the greateſt Kings that ever liv'd. 
God ſeems to have choſe the fame Year 
on purpoſe to make us more ſenſible of 
his Goodneſs to us, by two ſuch remarka- 
ble Deliverances. 7 


THE Papiſts at that time thought they 
had gain'd the Point they had long been 
aiming at : They had an Army, a Fleet, 
and a King at command, and could _— 
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him which way they pleaſed. Bur when 
they thought themſelves ſecure of their 
Deſigns, and of the Deſtruction of the 
Church of England. God heard our Pray- 
ers, and viſited us in the Day of our Af- 
fliction. The Army they thought ſure of, 
abhorred the Defign they were railed tor. 
A Love of Religion and of their Country 
prevailed over them; ſo that they joincd 
with that Prince, who alone was worthy 
to command them. Thus he who had 
ſayed his own Country, ſaved our's ; whom 
if God had not raiſed up to put a ſtop to 
the growing Greatneſs of France, and ha 
not ſent him to ſecure us at that critic 
Time, the Proteſtant Religion had been in- 
tirely ruined. How well and wiſely did our 
Fathers act in making him King! For they 
would have been unjuſt to themſelves had 
they not done it: Who not only did all 
he could to make them happy whilſt he 
was with them, but endeavour'd to con- 
tinue them ſo, by his ſettling the Succeſ- 
ſion upon his preſent Majeſty and Fa- 
mily. | 


A LITTLE before his Death, as if 
he foreſaw that the Time of his Departure 
was at hand, and that his laſt Action might 
be as great as his firſt, and as much cal- 
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(20) 
culated for the good of his Country, he 
paſs'd that glorious Law that has ſecured 
us both our Religion, and our Liberty, 
By that he has bleſſed us with a F — 1 
that have been both the Bulwark and Glo- 
ry of the Proteſtant Religion, and have 

roduced many Heroes, who have brave- 
ly died in the Defence of it. Juſtly may 
we apply what Maſes ſaid to the Chil- 
dren of 1/rael, Happy art thou, O Iirael! 
who 1s like unto thee, O People, ſaved 
by the Lord? For ſure it was more than 
the ordinary Providence of God, that his 
Majeſty was to ſucceed to the Throne of 
England; and particularly that he aſcended 
it at that time, when we ſhould have been 
ruin'd if he had not. | 0 


BUT God Almighty ſaw the good 
Queen deceived by cunning and wicked 


- Abitophels ; and therefore, that ſhe might 


not tarniſh her Reign whoſe Beginning was 
ſo glorious, he ſnatched her from them. 
He ſaw what Plans were laid to bring in 
the Pretender, and therefore deſtroy'd them 
all by his Majeſty's happy Acceſſion : for 
now, thank God, the Defigns of Rome 
are all fruſtrated, and their Hopes of ru- 
ling us vaniſh'd ; both our Government 
— our Religion flouriſh, and have, in all 


| 1 
human Probability, the beſt Proſpect of 
continuing ſo. I doubt not that the En- 
deavours of his preſent Majeſty will never 
be wanting to preſerve our Happineſs; eſ- 
pecially if we may judge of his future Good- 
neſs, by that which we have already ex- 
perienced. 


THE Church has particular Reaſons to 
thank him for his Goodneſs to her, eſpe- 
cially in repealing thoſe Acts which had 
broke in upon the Act ſor Liberty of Con- 
ſcience, which has been of vaſt Benefit 
to her, and has encreaſed her Congrega- 
tions. For it is Oppoſition that enlivens 
and gives Strength to the Diſſenters: They 
never proſper more than in Times of Per- 
ſecution. When they are no longer o 
preſſed, they become no more conſiderable. 
And how much they have decreaſed theſe 
few laſt Years by theſe means, is very e- 
vident, by their being oblig'd to leſſen the 
number of their Aſſemblies in many Places 
of the Kingdom: And if they are not fo 
happy as to meet with ſome Oppoſition, 
they will almoſt quite eyaporate. But his 
Majeſty's more immediate Goodneſs to the 
Church, by his Favours to the Univerſi- 
ties, is an extraordinary Inſtance of his 
Value for us: And the Pleaſure his Majeſty 
EA, | takes 
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( 22 ) 
takes in obliging the Church, with his 
Zeal for the Proteſtant Cauſe, is ſuch, that 
he is never ſo happy as when employ'd in 


promoting its Intereſt both at Home and 


Abroad. Witneſs thoſe poor Sufferers at 
Thorne ; with what Concern did he at 
firft, and does now continue to plead their 
Cauſe, and how reſolutely bent to ſee them 


righted! 


ONE would wonder after all this, that 
any, who are Proteſtants, ſhould be Ene- 


mies to the preſent Government; and not 


rather thank God that we have a Family 
that is inveterate againſt Popery, and a 
Race of Princes that have all the Life and 


Courage of their Anceſtors : For what can 
we expect under a Popiſh Government but 


Miſery and Deſtruction ? To think that 
the Church of England may be happy, 
tho the Prince be a Papiſt, is a Suppoſition 
that neither Reaſon or Experience can ſup- 
port, and argues the Perſon of thar Opi- 
nion, ignorant of the Nature of the Church 
of Rome. 


WE faw in King James the Second's 
Reign, what we are to expect, in caſe we 
have ever a Prince of a different Commu- 
nion from opr own upon the Throne. And

indeed it is impoſſible it ſhould be other- 
wiſe; for as every Man, let his Perſuaſion 
be what it will, will naturally uſe all the 
Means he can to make others believe as 
he does, out of an Opinion that his Belief 
is moſt agreeable to Truth, ſo that Perſon 
will naturally have more eſteem for ano- 
ther of his own Opinion, than for any bo- 
dy elle : Therefore it muſt be fatal to the 
Church of England, to have any Perſon of 
a different Communion upon the Throne. 
For as almoſt all Honours and Preferments 
are mediately or immediately in the Prince's 
Power to give away, ſo he will naturally 
diſpoſe of them to thoſe who are already 
of, or are moſt inclinable to his own Opi- 
nion: And as there are few who have Reli- 
gion ſo deeply rooted in their Hearts, that 
can hold out reſolutely againſt thoſe agreea- 
ble Temptations, fo it will be great 4 
but we are all ruin d. Whatſoever Argu- 
ments may be brought to prove the Pu- 
rity of our Church, will have little or no 
Weight with the ambitious and covetous 
Part of Mankind. The Ambitious will ſoon 
prevail with themſelves to think, that there 
is nothing in that Religion, that is a bar 
to their Schemes of Greatneſs ; and will 
eaſily give into any Notion that can fatisfy 
their darling Paſſion. And as for the Co- 
| vetous, 
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yetous, there is no Reaſon to expect that 
they will not deſert us, and join with the 
Church of Rome, who are already Idola- 
ters, and worſhip the Golden Image that 
they have ſet up: ſo that the good and 
conſcientious Part of us will be diſcounte- 
nanced and ill uſed ; and their ſtrict and 
religious Adherence to our Communion be 
termed Obſtinacy and Oppoſition. This 
perhaps may be thought a groundleſs Sup- 
poſition by ſome who are ignorant of the 
Conduct of the Church of Rome, but it ne- 
ver wants to be put in Practice where they 
have a favourable Opportunity of doing it: 
For it is a barbarous Maxim of theirs, to 
ruin all whom they cannot convert. 


BUT as our Religion would be in Dan- 

ger, if ever any Popiſh Prince ſhould fit 
upon the Throne, ſo would our Liberty be 
alſo; for arbitrary Power is a natural Con- 
ſequence of Popery, it is interwoven with 
it. And indeed, it is but reaſonable that 
the Prieſts, who are abſolute in the Church, 
ſhould ſtrive to make the Prince ſo in the 
State: nay, they will certainly do it; for as 
they have always the Cunning to rule their 
Princes, either by flattering their Pride, or 
improving their Superſtition, ſo conſequent- 
ly, whenever their Princes become _ 
ute,

lute, they are ſure to rule the whole, and 
ſo deſtroy every Body that ſhall oppoſe their 
Deſigns. This we lee practiſed in all Places 
where they are in Power ; and we may 
be certain will be ſo here, ſhould we ever 
be ſo unhappy as to ſee that Day. Nay, 
we have already ſeen what Attempts bave 
been made upon our Laws and Liberties ; 
and that ſure ſhould learn us to avoid the 
like Misfortunes ; leſt, if ever we fall by 
our own Folly into the like again, we 
ſhould not find another WILLIAM to de- 
liver us from them. | 


LET us, therefore, bleſs God for his 
Goodneſs in our Deliverance from Pope- 
95 and from all Deſigns againſt us ever 
ince; for what Nation is there ſo great, 
that has God ſo nigh unto them, as the 
Lord ow God is in all things that we 
call upon him for? And that he may con- 
tinue this Happineis to us, let our Obe- 
dience to him be as perfect as our Frailty 
will admit of, and let us abound in all 
good Works. 


MOSES tells the Children of Iſael, 
That as God had been more particularly 


merciful to them, than to any other Na- 
tion, 
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tion, ſo they were more particularly ob- 
lig d to an Obſervation of that Law, which 
he had by divine Commiſſion delivered to 


them. Behold, ſays he, I have taught 
you Statutes and fFudgments, even as the 


Lord my God commanded me : Keep 
therefore and do them, for this is thy Wiſe 
dom and thy Underſtanding in the ſight 


, the Nations, — Deut. iv. 5. 


LET us therefore, as we are by the 
good Providence and Mercy of God, of 
the pureſt Church, contend to be the beſt 


- Chriſtians : And, as we are the happieſt 
People, let us endeavour to be the wiſeſt, 


by a grateful Remembrance of his Good- 


neſs and Mercies to us, and by a ſincere Prac- 
tice of that pure Religion which we profeſs: 


For a Love of God is the trueſt Wiſdom ;
